countries. 

George MeclIvor, sales manager of 
the Canadian Wheat Pool, in his re- 
port to the delegates stated that the 
Pool’s operations during the past 
year had undoubtedly — prevented 
serious market slumps, that the 
wheat yield in the world for the 1928 
erop was a record for all time and 
British grain merchants were of the 
opinion that wheat should be selling 
on the basis of 90 cents at Winnipeg. 

Director J. Jesse Strang submit- 
ted a report recommending that the 
Pool do not go into the flour milling 


business, A_ resolution was carried 
suyvesting that the flour milling 
committee continue its  investiga- | 


tions and that the matter be tabled 
until the Pool had completed its 
elevator building program. 

The feeling of the delegates’ meet- 
ing was that in view of the short 
rop this year the Pool should oper- 
ate as economically as possible but 
that the efficiency of the organiza- 
tion should not be impaired through 
false economy. The Alberta Wheat 
Pool operates at a less expense than 
the Department of Militia and De- 
fence at Ottawa. 

Objection was taken by some of 
the delegates to the Pool publishing 
crop reports. Officials of the cen- 
tral organization stated that the 
publishing of these reports was not 
permanent policy. 

All the board of directors of the 
Alberta Wheat Pool were re-elected 
and at a subsequent meeting they 
re-elected Dr. H. W. Wood as chair- 
man for the ensuing year.

ALL ALBERTA LIVERY 
TAXI CARS—GOVERNMENT IS 
SOUNDING OUT OPINION ON 
PLAN RECOMMENDED 
Edmonton, Nov, 28.—Insurance of 
all livery and taxi cars in the 
interests of the public welfare is now 
proposed, and the government is 
sounding out public opinion on a 
scheme that has been drawn up and 


| recommended to it. 


An amendment to the Vehicles and 
Highways Traffic Act at the last 
session of the legislature empower- 
ed the government to make regula- 
tions for the licensing of livery men 
and taxicab drive including as 


|part of the plan that each vehicle be 


required to take out insurance. Un- 
der this legislation the department 
works is recommending 
that before any such licenses are 
issued next year each car be insured 
on the following scale of public 
liability: For the death or injury of 
one person, $2,500; more than one 


person, $5,000; property damage, 
$1,000. 
It is pointed out that these 


amounts are smaller than those re- 
quired in many other parts of Can- 
ada and in the United States, the 
usual amounts being $5,000 and $10,- 
000 for death or injury. Doubt is 
expressed, however, as to whether 
there is sufficient traffic in Alberta 
of the kind in question to make pos 


sible the premiums on the larger 
amounts, 
The government is writing to 


chambers of commerce throughout 
the province and to the Alberta 
Motor Association asking for their 
views in the matter. It ind- 
icates its willingness to receive any 
comments upon the proposed in- 
surance scheme that may be made by 
any interested or affected. 

If the system is adopted and put 
into effect, it will be administered 
by the provincial secretary’s depart- 
ment, to which all licensing business 
has been transferred by recent 
order-in-council. The Vehicles Act 
has heretofore been under the Public 
Works department, but all the sery 
ices involving the issue of licenses 
will now be consolidated in the office 
of which E. Trawbridge is the pre- 
siding genius.

'PENSIONS AND OTHER GRIEV- 
ANCES FEATURE RESOLU- 
TIONS PASSED BY CANADIAN 
LEGION AT CONVENTION 


Regina, Nov, 27—Adoption of im- 
portant resolutions seeking legisla- 
tive action to remedy existing griev- 
ances in connection with pensions 
and medical treatment of ex-service 
men and in the application of the 
returned soldiers’ insurance act, fea- 


tured this morning’s session of the 
annual convention of the Canadian 
Legion 

The majority of the pensions 


resolutions dealt with the status of 
parents, brothers and sisters who are 
dependent on the ex-service man who 
is disabled and who, under certain 
sections of the pensions act, are not 
recognized as legitimate dependents 
of the pensioner. 

The returned soldiers’ insurance 
resolutions centred on what is con- 
sidered a vital principle of the act 
the clause debarring from insurance 
of ex-service men with “no reason- 
able expectancy of life.” This 
clause has debarred over seven hun- 
dred applicants from securing in- 
surance in the last year. 

The resolution passed by the con- 
vention calls for an amendment to 
the act, providing that in all cases 
an insurance policy be granted, but 
that in the case of men classed as 
having no reasonable expectancy of 
life, the policy be not effective un- 
less the man lives for five years 
after the date of the policy unless 


death the result of injury or ac- 
cident 
Imperial Veterans 
A series of resolutions dealing 
with problems of imperial veterane 


living in Canada was passed, these 
being standing contributions of the 
newly-admitted imperial 
division of the Legion. 

Another interesting resolution 
passed was one asking for the pay- 
ment of the funeral expenses of 
pensioned widows or parents of de- 
ceased ex-service men when these 
die in necessitous circumstances, up 
to the amount of one month’s pen- 
sion. 

The most keenly debated resolu- 
tion concerned the work now done 
by the official soldier advisors em- 
ployed by the Dominion govern- 
ment. The convention debated 
strongly the principle involved in 
the proposal, the bulk of opinion be- 
ing that the co-ordination of the 
work of the soldiers’ advisors and 
the adjustment vices of the 
Canadian Legion would be a great 
step forward in the work of pre- 
sentation to the pensions depart- 
ment of the claims of ex-service 
men. A_ special committee com- 
posed of representatives of all prov- 
inces was appointed to confer with 
soldiers’ advisors present at the con- 
vention on difficulties and problems 
arising out of the work of 
officials.
